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DETAILED ACTION 

REASONS FOR ALLOWANCE 

1 . The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 
Claim 8 is allowed because no references show all the claim properties of a 
method of producing a carbon nanoballoon structure having a carbon black having a 
specific surface area of at least 1000 m2/g, diameter of 20nm and temperature of 
2000C. U.S. patent 6692718 (Osawa, Abstract, col2, line 67,col4,line 54) teaches a 
method of producing carbon nanoballoon structure having carbon black having diameter 
of 20nm to a temperature of 2000C having a diameter, but the U.S. patent 6692718 
does not meet the claim limitations of claim 8 because it does not teach specific surface 
areaof 1000m2/g. 

Claim 9 is allowed because no references show all the claim properties of a method of 
producing a carbon nanoballoon structure having a carbon black having a hollow portion 
and opening diameter of .1 to 50nm and specific surface area of at least 1 000 m2/g, 
diameter of 20nm and temperature of 2000C and oxidizing at 400-700C. U.S. patent 
6692718 (Osawa, Abstract, col2, line 67,col3, Iine30,col4,line 54) teaches a method of 
producing carbon nanoballoon structure having a hollow portion and opening diameter 
of .1 to 50nm and having carbon black having diameter of 20nm to a temperature of 
2000C having a diameter, but the U.S. patent 6692718 does not meet the claim 
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limitations of claim 8 because it does not teach specific surface area of 1000m2/g and 
oxidizing temperature of 400-700C.
